By the first of May, OSCAR-10 

will be illuminated enough to allow 
use of the transponder again. At 
that time the sun will be striking 
the spacecraft solar cells at an 
angle of less than 60 degrees, re- 
sulting in more than fifty percent 
efficiency. As Earth continues its 
orbit around the sun, carrying the 
satellite with it, the angle will 
decrease and the efficiency will 
improve. On June 29, the sun will 
strike the solar cells directly, 
yielding 100 percent efficiency. 
During the period of time that the 
angle is less than about 60 degrees, 
the transponder is expected to be 
useable if care is given to the 
minimum power required to carry out 
the desired communications. After 
all, that is the law! 


Fuji-OSCAR 12, or OSCAR-12 as 
many are calling it, continues to 
operate in amore or less experimen- 
tal mode. JAMSAT is implementing 
additional features on the JD 
(packet) transponder. The latest is 
a "mailbox" which is necessary for the 
store-and-forward operation for which 
the JD transponder was intended. They 
Plan further tests to evaluate the 
power requirements of each of the two

transponders to develop an operating 
schedule which can be supported by 
the power sources available. 


Several modems are now available 
for operating on the mode JD trans- 
ponder. TAPR is now accepting reser- 
vations for their version. They have 
to call them "reservations" because 
the Federal Trade Commission rules 
state that the product must be 
shipped within thirty days for an 
official order to be placed. They 
have about 50 reservations and plan a 
first production run of 200 kits. 


The European Space Agency contin- 
ues testing of the Ariane rocket with 
mixed results. The third stage 
failed in its latest test, setting 
the schedule back some more. The 
Phase 3C is now expected to be laun- 
ched by an Ariane in early 1988. 


The Russians also have some 
launch problems but that doesn’t seem 
to slow them down. As was planned, 
an astrolab module was lofted up to 
join with their space station, Mir. 
In June they expect to place two 
additional cosmonauts aboard Mir, 
their stay overlapping that of the 
two presently on board. All the 
aerospace publications are saying 
that there will be Russians in space 


for the foreseeable future. 


In other Soviet space activities, 
the amateur radio satellite, RS-9 has 
been postponed indefinitely. RS-10 
is expected to be placed in orbit in 
June. I’1l belive it when I hear it 
on the air.

ARES CONNECTOR REVISITED

of 12 V gear will have the same kind 
of power connectors? If you’ve put 
the ARES connector in the line on 
ali your 12 V equipment, it’s a sure 
thing! Any 12 V source can power 
any 12 V rig. What is the ARES 12 V 
connector? It’s a Cinch—-Jones two 
pin polarized plug and jack, Radio 
Shack part numbers 274-201 and 202. 
You connect the negative lead to the 
wide blade and, as always, the jack 
goes to the source and the plug goes 
to the load. (Careful, don’t cut 
the lead on the cigarette lighter 
Plug which powers your hand-held 
without checking the manual. Many 
of these have a current limiting 
element built into them and you CAN 
NOT run the hand-held off a 12 V 
source NOR use the hand-held’s cig- 
arette lighter plug to power other 
12 V equipment. )

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SCORING HIDDEN TRANSMITTER HUNTS 
by Frank A. Jerome, K1ICQP 


We have noticed in past issues of QST 
several articles describing direction- 
finding loops, but even though these 
activities are popular at nanfests and 
conventions, there doesn't seem to be much 
in print on how you score these hidden 
transmitter hunts. So we thought that some 
of the readers might be interested in 
hearing how we do it up here in northern 
Maine. 


There are several ways of running the hunt 
and whichever method you select is strictly 
a matter of personal preference of tie 
group involved. The prerequisites to any 
plan are simplicity, good operating prac- 
tices, and safety. We have settled on the 
minimum mileage and minimum transmission 
method of scoring. Each hunter is given 
one point for each mile that he drives to 
reach the hidden site. Another point is 
given to each hunter requesting a trans- 
mission from the hidden station. This 
method of scoring discourages numerous 
requests numerous requests for bearing 
transmissions, and, because there is no 
time factor involved, it discourages 
speeding on the road by the hunters. (The 
first hunter to find the hidden transmitter 
is not necessarily the winner. ) 


One of our "must" rules is that there be no 
trespassing on private property. By stick- 
ing with public property (backwoods roads, 
parks, and the like) we keep out of trouble 
with property owners. Another one of our 
rules is that the hidden station must make 
each of his transmissions the same length. 
We nave deciucd on a 30-second transmission 
as the standard - this could be shortened 
or lengthened depending on your proficiency 
at taking bearings. 


Now for an example of how we do it. It's a 
nice sunny Sunday afternoon and all sta- 
tions meet at some prearranged assembly 
point. The hidden station has to meet here 
too, pecause he is the official scorekeeper 
and must record all odometer readings at 
the starting time. Once this is accom- 
plished he takes off for the hidden site 
that he has selected. The gang ragchews on 
tre frequency until the hidden station 
comes back on the air and announces that he 
is indeed hidden. While he is announcing 
this and asking other non-hunters to keep - 
tie frequency clear, the first sets of 
bearings are being taken and the hunters

He pays a point for the 
service, but lessens the possibility of 
covering too much distance. of course, 
each of the hunters benefits from the 
transmission, and this is where cunning and 
cleverness pay off. The hunter must con- 
Stantly balance his need for a bearing 
transmission, the point penalty for sane, 
the possibility of excess mileage, and the 
probability that someone else will soon 
call for a bearing.

WOCG Packet Bulletin Board Systems 
by Will Harper, K4]WW 


Iwas asked to write an article on the 
PBBS I’ve been running for the last two 
years. This maybe the second article on 
the subject, however, a lot has happened 
since the first one. 


There are two different PBBSs run in the 
name of WOCG in this area. One is 
WA4SLPD-1 and -2 run on 145.81 and 147,54 
MHz respectively. This PBBS is more like 
a HF Mail Box. Its main function is 
messages. It receives message from local 
and distant sources and forwards them on 
there way to the proper destination. It 
also has ASCI] file capability. Cecil 
spends a lot of time and money Keeping 
this PBBS up, and it is handling a lot of 
messages. This PBBS is patterned after 
the WORLI Board and runs on an XT type PC. 


The other type is the K4]WW-1 PBBS, run on 
147.54 MHz. This is a file type PBBS 
which also supports messages, however, no 
Store and forward function. This PBBS is 
truly a local WOCG product! It’s history 
's as follows: The RBBS, a phone type 
bulletin board, at Release 9.8 was 
modified by a Ham in Boca Raton, FL to 
work on Packet Radio. However, it didn’t. 
Randy Ray, WASSZL of Raleigh, modified 
that code adding XMODEM binary file 
transfer, and made it work. After several 
releases by Randy to fix the bugs, Jerry 
Stuckle, Al@K of Cary, added XPACKET file 
transfer, and fixed a few more bugs. It 
is a real challenge to write a program 
that is unbreakable by either the TNC or 
the fellows on the other end. These two 
local Hams along with a few others are 
really to be commended for a fine job! 


This PBBS is running in about 28 countries 
as well as over 58 cities in the U.S. It 
has been translated to German and also to 
a form of Japanese to run on the IE 

PC. It is popular because of it’s binary 


type file transfers, which is necessary to 
up and download programs. The XPACKET 
transfer protocol] is also becoming popular 
as it is fast and uses the checking of the 
AX.25 Packet protocol, rather than the 
additional, slower checking used in XMODEM 
on the phone lines. 


XPACKET is a local invention of Car] 
Moreschi, N4PY formerly of Cary. Carl 
also wrote PTP, a Packet Terminal Program, 
to support XPACKET transfer. Bob Johnson, 
AA4L of Raleigh, wrote EZP also a packet 
terminal program that uses XPACKET. And 
Dennis Herman, KASATK of Cary, is working 
on a XPACKET program for the Atari. 


A few words about the local K4]WW-1 PBBS: 
It is run on an IBM/PC with 2-368K 
floppies and 2-16Meg harddisks. It uses 
an TAPR TNC-1 (the first TNC on in this 
area), to a Kenwood 7958 (45 watts), to a 
Hustler G-7 and about 58 feet. The PBBS 
started out on 145.81 MHz about 2 years 
ago, however, as the traffic increased on 
this channel, it was moved to 147.54 MHz, 
a local frequency for digital 
communications. | WA4LPD-2 also put a 
digipeater on this frequency, increasing 
the range of people that could work it. 


K4IW-1 has a message section, a bulletin 
section and a file section with 36 
directories. At this writing; there are 
117 program files for the IBM/PC, Colo, 
M188, Commodore and Atari, 51 of which are 
Ham or Communication Programs for Hams. A 
lot of the programs are in BASIC and can 
be converted to other computer types. 35 
of the files are games. The PBBS also has
